Schools of the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District 
Tuesday found themselves 
with 146 fewer children en- 
rolled than there were in the| 
schools here near the close of | 
last year. 

The seven per cent drop| 
}means that, for the first time 
in more than a decade, all clas- | 
| ses in the district are at, or be- | 
low, maximum size and only | 
|one room not specifically de-| 
signed as a classroom has been | 
| pressed into use.

The enrollment, as of Tues- 


|day, stood at 2179, according | 
\to Superintendent Dr. Mel} 
Homfeld. That’s a drop of

Ravenswood City School Dis- 
trict students appear to be bet- 
ter than the national average 
in ability to read, to do arith- 
metic, and in learning English 
grammar. 

But the student here appar- 
ently has more trouble with 
spelling than he should. 

These are general conclu- 

sions reached by study of re- 
sults of a new test series that 
covered last year’s third, 
fifth and seventh grades, 
Philip A. Smith, assistant to 
Dist. Supt. Stanley O. Sch- 
nepple reported to the 
school board Tuesday night. 

Smith’s report was received 
with interest by trustees, who 
indicated they would like to 
study it and discuss it with him 
again at a future meeting. 

Walter Meyerhof, president 
of the Ravenswood Citizen’s 
Advisory Committee, also ask- 
ed if he could have Smith ap- 
pear before the group to ex- 
plain the testing system and 
the results.

USSR Science | 
Trip for Menlo 
Park Professor 


Professor J. Murray Luck, 
Stanford University biochemist 
who resides at 101 San Mateo 
drive, Menlo Park, is en route 
to rejoin a U.S. scientific expe 
dition in a long-postponed visit 
to Soviet Russia. 

The group will visit scientific 
laboratories and_ institutions 
under a 1958 U.S. - Russian 
agreement for a general scien 
tific exchange program. Orig- 
inally set for a year ago and 
cancelled, the visit was recent- 
ly re-scheduled. 

The six scientists were nam- 
ed by the National Institute for 
Arthritis and Metabolic Dis- 
eases at Bethesda, Maryland, as 
tirst-rank experts in this field.

Public Agency Names 
Should Be Studied 


Something should be done about the titles which have 
been dropped on some of our public agencies. Some of 
the ones we've got might almost be termed humorous, 
others are meaningless. But the most common fault is 
cumbersomeness. 

Take for instance the title “South San Mateo County 
Garbage Disposal District.” That's a whale of a lot of 
name to stick in a letterhead, even though it describes 
the agency accurately. 

The official title of a local school agency is “Menlo 
Park City Elementary School District.” This is okay, but 
the school district isn’t coterminous with the city and 
having that extra word “city,” in the official appellation, 
might be considered a possible source of confusion. 

One of the latest organizations to be thrown into the 
hopper is the Association of Bay Area Governments, title 
of which abbreviates to “A-BAG.” A properly inspired 
humorist can do lots with that one. 
| Of course, the precedent was set on the very top 
level when, during the 1930’s and World War I, federal 
government agencies multiplied like microbes. Each of 
these agencies had a name and most of the names got 
abbreviated into the bare initials. 

The result is that we've all come to accept long titles 
and short abbreviations for them, although sometimes we 
can get mixed up as in the case of two titles being cut 
down into the same set of initials.

It’s a tabulation titled “County Ratios of Assessed to 
Full Cash Value of Locally Assessible Tangible Property 
of as March 7, 1960, Published under Section 1819, Reve- 
nue and Taxation Code, September 2, 1960.” 

And it goes on to recite, in both alphabetical order 
and by the numbers, from the lowest to the highest, how 
the assessed value compares to the real value. 

So far, so good. And for the San Mateo 
county stands near the lower end, wtih the assessed valu- 
ation standing at 21.1 per cent of the real value. 

Also for the record, it might be noted that the Mother 
Lode’s El Dorado county assesses at only 19.3 per cent 
of the real value, and Kings county assesses at 27.0 per 
cent of the real value.

! These are nice figures to have, but by themselves 
they don’t mean much. Pertinent questions which aren't 
even approached include such as: 
“What are the comparative tax rates? What are 
the total revenues taken in? How much are we get- 
| ting for each dollar? In rural areas, do they tax 
calves as “tangible property” and if so, do they figure 
their value as dressed adult beef or as veal?” 

Apparently there’s a legal reason why the tabulation 
has to be made. At least, the revenue and taxation code 
is cited as the reason for drawing it up. 

And, of course, it’s kind of nice to have all of the 
state's 58 county assessors operating under the same set 
of ground rules, so a person can move from one area to 
another without having to learn an entirely new set of 
taxing laws. 

But aside from these considerations, were not sure 
that the tabulation, by itself, means much. 

Without supporting data, it seems to be an unneces- 
sary expense to the taxpayers, just getting up and dis-

the cost of the system, capital 
expenditures of which are fig- 
ured at $926,000,000. 

This is a lot of money and, 
even if the members of the 
city council feel they can en- 
dorse the rapid transit dis- 
tricts’ program, they might 
have trouble conveying their 
good opinions to residents at 
large. 

The reason? The present 
drawings can consider the area 
south only to San Francisquito 
Creek, and the last station on 
the line would be in Redwood 
City. Thus, the usefulness of 
the present transit scheme to 
local residents might seem 
somewhat attenuated. 

However, the directors of the 
rapid transit district are look- 
ing forward to the time when 

the advantages of their trains 
become a little more apparent 
to the governing bodies of San- 
ta Clara county, so that a loop 
through that county, connect- 
ing the Peninsula to the East 
3ay line of the transit district 
can be effected. 

The transit district's ce 
hope that, with approval of fi- 
nancing of the system, they'll 
be able to acquire right-of-way 
for future extension of the line 
from Redwood City, through 
Menlo Park, to Palo Alto. 

Nothing may be built on 
this section for years after 
the “first phase” develop- 
ment as far south as Red- 
wood City, but it’s consider- 
ed money in the bank. 

Generally speaking, the 
route down the Peninsula will 
follow the Southern Pacific’s 
right-of-way through this area, 
and BARTD offiicals point out 
that this still doesn’t solve the 
problem of getting the custo- 
mer from his home to the sta- 
tion. 

That there will be large park- 
ing lots adjacent to each sta- 
tion is a reasonable conclusion. 
Too, the district’s officers are 
looking into such things as bus 
shuttles, and the encourage- 
ment of the use of motor scoot- 
ers as a means of cutting down 
on possible congestion at the 
terminals. 

The reason the present 
right-of-way was selected 
bears on the matter of loca- 
tion, too. It’s about as cen- 
trally-located in the Peninsu- 
la’s strung-out residential 
district as it’s possible to 
draw any given line, and it’s 
fairly level. 

There are partisans of a bay- 
shore rapid transit line, who 
point out that land acquisition 
costs could be far lower than 
those envisaged for acquiring 
land in the built-up areas, but 
it’s felt that the need for long- 
er roads to “feed” such a line, 
plus engineering problems, 
make it the less acceptable. 

The cost of building the ra- 
pid transit facility is, the dis- 
triet’s directors admit, huge. 

But they point out that in 
some Bay Area communities, 
traffic congestion is getting in- 
tolerable during peak hours, 
and even the state division of 
highways is making space in 
the middle of freeways for the 
eventual construction of rail 
lines. 

This may be a straw in the 
wind: When highway depart- 
ment officials are willing to 
reserve space for future accom- 
modatians of the transit dis- 
trict, it might be considered at 
least a partial admission that 
the automobile can’t solve all 
transportation problems all the 
time.
